A visit to the Brewery of Mr. Jos- 
'eph Courtney located on the Hudson's 

| Bay Company's Reserve is well 
worthy of notice, and was a treat 
that your reporter indulged in on Sat- 
urday last. 


Almost contiguous to the Electric 
Light building the brewery is situated 
and consists of a building three stories 

|high, 40x36... In the basement are the 
| fermenting cellar, racking and wash- 
| rooms and malting floor. On the 
| first floor the grinding, malt, furnace 
jand airing rooms and the workshop. 
/On the second floor, the boiler and 
hop rooms, granary and bonded ware- 
| house. 


Adjoining the first floor on the east 
jof main building is an _ addition 
lcontaining the kiln for drying 

the malt and on the west side of the 
cooler a shallow vat 16x16. 


Mr. Courtney started this industry 
on the 6th of March, 1895, he having 
on that date obtained license as mal- 
ster and brewer and since then has 
used on the premises 750 bushels of 
barley, which he had purchased from 
the farmers of the vicinity at cash 
prices, and has produced beer which 
judges of the article pronounce excel- 
lent. 


The most “requisite Srscle for the 
production of good beer is good water. 
Mr. Courtney has been fortunate 
enough he having struck a vein of 
pure soft water ata depth of 57 feet 
from the surface level and 26 feet 
below the level of the river. There 
is now in the well 16 fect of water, 
and a pump has lately been added, 
with 75 feet of hose attached so that 
water can be forced to any part of the 
building. 

Mr. Courtney employs six hands at 
the brewery allhom of w were most 
courteous in showing your reporter 
around and explaining the use of the 
differont vat and utensils on the prem- 
ises and after again visiting the pump 
and partaking of a drink of that re- 
freshing ‘‘well water,” your reporter 
left well pleased with his first visit to 
the brewery.

‘The petition of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company to the Town Council asking 
that their proposed grist mill be 
exempted from taxation for the term 
of twenty yeare, has through some 
mistake in procuring signatures been 
deferred un il the next meeting of the 
council, There was‘one objection- 
able clause in the petition which un- 
furtunately crept in, was that all the 
Company's business should be exempt 
from taxation wich on being observ— 
ed was climinated. That the mill 
and machinery should be exempt we 
fullyagree with; it is an industry 
which will greatly benefit both tuwn 
and country,and the Company hav- 
ing the misfortune to lose their mill 
twice by fire we think it but rcason- 
able that we should give them this 
boon, sothat they may be put some- 
what ona par with the present nu ill 
inzown which has received a cath 
bonus. It ise, however, generally 
thought that twenty yearsis too long 
a time in which this exemption should 
last; but many are in favor of grant: 
ing them ten years, For our part, 
while thinking twenty ycars a little 
too long a time, we think that ten 
years almost too short; but would 
humbly suggest that fifteen yeare 
would be.about the right thing. We 
find tLat there seems to be a gencra' 
public consensus that every manu- 
facturing industry within the corpor- 
ation should be exempt from taxation. 
We hardly agree with this proposition 


facturing industries which however 
profitable to the undertakers are of 
very little-public benefit.
